Egyptian President Anwar Sadat

“Al-Ahram” former chief Moham- 
med Hasanein Heykal, also attribut- 
ed to Heykal’s opposition to Sadat's 
cooperation with the Americans.

Almogt, who initiated the meet- 
Ing with the Prime Minister, said 
later that he feared the danger of 
a split in the party, although Peres 
insisted that the ex-Rafi wing was 
definitely not moving towards leav- 
ing the Labour Party. 

But Almogi, who heads the party's 
powerful branch in Haifa, where 
he is mayor, told The Jerusalem 
Post that experience shows once the 
seed of a deep rift is sown, the 
dynamies of splitting the party fol- 
low only too easily. “If the top 
leaders of one section of the party, 
whose weight goes much beyond the 
limits of the ex-Rafi wing, decide 
not to join the government, then a 
split cannot be far off,” he said, 

He deplored the party's “faction 
Tegime,” which, he said, was the 
root of all the problems, and called 
for the rebuilding of the party 
through internal elections based on 
the structure of the party branches. 
Almogi said he abstained on Thurs- 
day night's vote for a minority 
government, because he did not 
regard this 85 a permanent solution. 

Mr. Peres told The Jerusalem 
Post that his own and Dayan's 
decision not to join the new cabinet 
should not be regarded as putting 
pressure on the party, “We will vote 
for the governemnt and do not want 
to leave the party,” he said. “But 
neither are we retiring from poll- 
tics; we will make our views known 
whenever this is required.” 

The ex-Rafi wing thinks that the 
formal dissolution of the party fac- 
tions should be 8 first step towards 
curing the party's ills. This was also 
expressed by Almogi, a former Rafi 
leader who left the faction five

Speaking on television Friday 
night, Finance Miniater Pinhas Sapir 
said he did not think that Mr.

TEL AVIV. — A lasteditch attempt 
to reach a compromise on the 
“Who's a Jew” issue will be made 
by Alignment and National Fell- 
gious Party negotiators this after- 
noon. The invitation to meet was 
made dy the Alignment's negotia- 
ting committee. 

It is assumed that the parties will 
discuss a proposal that the Minis- 
ter of Interior be empowered to 
issue a ruling on the need for 8 
“atrict” interpretation of the law 
in registering a converted person 
as aJew. The proposai was broached 
by the NRP delegation last Thurs- 
day night, but the talks were ad- 
journed because the Labour Party 
negotiators had to leave to attenc 
an urgent meeting of its Knesset 
faction (which later approved Pre- 
mier Gold2 Meir's decision to form 
a minority government — See Page 
2). 

The Interior Minister himself, 
NRP leader Yosef Burg. warned 
Jast night that his party might 
vote against the proposed minority 
Labour-Independent Liberal govern- 
ment. He was speaking at 2 social 
gathering in Jerusalem. 

Dr. Burg — who had previously 
taken a moderate stance on the 
“Who's a Jew” issue — said at 
the Hechal Shlomo melave malka 
gathering that “in this time of in- 
ternational and domestic tension, 
the NRP refterates its demand for 
a national unity coalition.” He said 
that a minority government “de- 
pendent on the extreme left" would 
be a “distortion of the will of the 
people.” 

The Independent Liberal Party 
will convene its central committee 
tomorrow to approve its Execu- 
tive’s recommendation to join the 
proposed minority coalition. “This 
is not the ideal solution,” Gideon 
Hausner, chairman of the party's 
Knesset faction, said last night. 
“We do not reject the idea of a 
national unity government, but it 
is not we who decide.” 

The ILP’s head, Tourism Minister

Pay-as-you-spend is only way 
to cover heavy defence outlays

HAIFA. — Israel must finance 
its current heavy defence expen- 
ditures —- except arms purchases 
— from this year's budget, the 
Governor of the Bank of Israel, 
Moshe Sanbar, said on Friday. 
“If we don't, we'll be doing some- 

thing very dangerous.” 

Mr, Sanbar warned that if the 
country tried to finance current 
defence costs by more loans, its 
foreign debt would become so great 
and its foreign currency reserves 
would so decHne that in future 
it might be difficult to get any more 
loans. “The poor can't get loans,” 
he said. 

He said that the purchase of 
arms could be considered “invest- 
ment to be financed by credit," and 
revealed that orders for military 


equipment already exceed the 
$2,200m. the U.S. put at Israel's 
disposal. 


Mr. Sanbar, who spoke at the 
Maritime and Ecomomics Club, said 
that from the economic point of 
view “the emergency period won't 
end with the return of the reserves,”

Mrs. Meir appeals 
to Dayan to stay

TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 
Golda Meir teld Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan that she understood 
his feelings about not wanting to 
serve as a minister in the next 
government, but that he should 
Temember his responsibility to the 
nation.

into a wage conflict which 
ought to have been avoided in 
our current circumstances. The 
Histadrut has announced that 
it insists on immediate pay- 
ment of an additional six per 
cent Cost-of-Living Allowance, 
and will advise work committees 
to take appropriate action 
against unwilling employers. In 
a number of factories -protest 
rallies and work slowdowns have 
already been reported. 

The employers also agree that 

the C-o-L Allowance should go 
up inline with the higher 
prices. The dispute is only about 
the timing of the wage hike. 
And while the employers have 
ἃ strong point when they refer 
to the practice of annual — at 
most semi-annual — adjustments 
in the Cost-of-Living wance 
they will hardly be able to stick 
to it when the new allowance 
is paid by the government, mu- 
nicipalities, state controlled com- 
panies and Histadrut enterpri- 
ses. .

Even the employers’ sug- 
gestion to prolong collective 
Wage agreements for another 
year failed to take account of 
the changes which have taken 
pee since the war in different 
ranches. Metal and transport 
workers cannot be treated on 
the same footing as employees 
in hotels or textile plants. But

For while Mrs. Meir’s minority 
government can probably expect 
to gain the requisite support it 
needs on defence and foreign 
policy issues, there can ‘be no 
such confidence on economic and 
social issues.
